I  beg  to  present  for  your  perusal  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Rablic  Health  Department  for  the  ;>ear  1965. 

The  report  has  been  presented  in  the  form  indicated  by  the  Minister  of 
Health,  v;hich  includes  the  Vital  Statistics  of  the  area. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  was  16.99  per  1,000  population,  (England  and  "Wales 
18 ,0)  -  297  babies  being  born  in  1965.  The  Still  Birth  Rate  is  32.57  per 
1,000  live  and  still  births,  (England  and  Wales  15.6).  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  per  1,000  live  births  was  13.47,  (England  and  "Wales  19 .0),  The  Death 
Rate  for  all  ages  from  all  causes  v/as  9.83  per  1,000  population  (England  and 
"filales  11.5),  compared  with  9.33  in  1964. 

All  these  figures  follow  the  national  trend  fairly  closely/,  although  it 
must  be  remembered  with  so  few  figures  it  is  difficult  to  compare  incidences. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their 
able  assistance  in  compiling  this  Annual  Report.

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NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


Nearly  CO/o  of  the  mothers  and  infants  in  the  district  come  to  the 
clinics  to  be  immunised.  In  1964?  the  totaT  attendance  at  the  clinics  was 

6,398.  The  clinic  started  in  Itfhittington  has  proved  to  be  very  popular,  and 
the  numbers  have  increased  during  the  year. 

However,  it  is  alv/ays  necessary  to  continue  to  encourage  people  to 
realise  that  a  higih  level  of  immunisation  is  very  essential.  Since  the 
introduction  of  the  poliomyelitis  vaccine  the  incidence  of  the  disease  has 
fallen  sharpl;y  .  The  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Ministry  has 
sounded  a  note  of  warning.  By  the  end  of  1985  onl^/  about  70fo  of  children 
born  since  I983  had  been  immimised,  leaving  a  large  percentage  unprotected. 
Paralytic  forms  of  the  disease  can  easily  reappear  in  communities  where  the 
presence  of  susceptible,  \inimmimised  individuals  permits  the  virus  to  ^read. 
In  Britain  a  small  outbreak  occurred  with  50  reported  cases  and  25  were 
paralj^tic.  iill  these  patients  were  unvaccinated,  or  inadequately  vaccinated, 
and  43  of  the  patients  were  adults. 

The  ideal  situation  v/ould  be  where  lOO^o  of  the  population  would  be 
protected,  and  every  effort  must  be  made  to  achieve  this  target. 

During  the  year,  the  oral  polio  vaccine  has  been  administered  with  the 
injections  for  Diphtheria,  Yv'hooping  Cough  and  Tetanus.  This  cuts  down  the 
number  of  vists  the  mothers  have  to  make  to  clinics  with  young  infants,  and 
will  allow  time  to  incorporate  the  new  measles  vaccine  when  it  becomes 
available  next  year.

SERVICES 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  it  becai^ie  the  duty  of  the 
County  Council,  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  the  Act,  to  make  provisions 
for  securing  that  ambulances  and  other  means  of  transport  are  available  for 
the  conveyance  of  persons  suffering  from  physical  or  mental  illness  and 
expectant  mothers  or  nursing  mothers,  from  places  in  their  area  to  places 
in  or  outside  their  area. 


LiiBORiiTORY  FaCILITIBS 

These  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Roi^al  Salop 
Infirmary,  Shrewsbury.  Telephone;  Shrewsbury  4684. 

The  Bacteriologist  is  Dr.  A.C.  Jones,  and  the  Pathologist,  Dr.  G.  Grant. 

This  service  is  based  on  the  Royal  Salop  Infirmary  and  undertakes  the 
work  for  local  authorities  free  of  charge  in  so  far  as  it  is  relevant  to 
diagnosis.  It  is  invaluable  particularly  in  the  expeditious  dealing  with 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  food  samples. 
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RTjOOD  trajispusion  service 


For  ver;y  many  people  during  the  course  of  serious  illness,  blood 
transfusion  is  a  life  saving  treatment,  /uiaemia,  loss  of  blood  in  accidents, 
child  birth  or  operation  and  severe  bums  all  call  for  the  transfusion  of 
blood. 

The  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service  Unit  based  on  Birmingham  visits 
Osv/estr^  twice  each  year  when  a  large  number  of  public-spirited  citizens  from 
the  Borough  and  Rural  District  attend  to  give  blood. 

New  volunteers  are  constantly  required  to  take  the  place  of  those  leaving 
the  district  or  reaching  "retiring  age".

LOCAL  health  AUTHORITY  CLINICS 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  County  Council,  the 
Local  Health  Authority,  provide  child  welfare  clinics.  The  clinic  in 
Oswestr^^  is  held  in  Upper  Brook  Street  every  "yi/ednesdai/  from  9.^0  "to  12.30  p.m. 
and  from  1 .30  to  4*30  p.m.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus  are  provided,  as  well  as  vaccination  against  smallpox.  Facilities 
are  also  available  for  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis. 
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WelfaLTe  Food  -  orange  juice,  codliver  oil  preparations,  other  vitamin 
preparations,  powdered  milk  ar^d  cereals  for  babies  -  are  all  on  sale  at  the 
clinics.  These  welfare  foods  are  also  on  sale  daily  except  on  Thiirsday . 

The  Clinic  is  staffed  by  experienced  health  visitors  who  can  advise  on 
any  problem  connecting  with  the  rearing,  feeding  and  management  of  babies 
and  young  children.  A  doctor  is  always  in  attendance. 

HQ]\-IE  I-EIF  SEWICE 

This  seivice  is  provided  b^'  the  Salop  County  Council  as  one  of  its 
functions  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  act.  It  helps  to 
maintain  the  aged  and  the  sick  in  their  homes.  This  excellent  service  is  run 
in  Oswestry  and  District  by  the  supervisor  Mrs.  Crombie  who  has  21  home  helps 
under  her  control . 

NATIONAL  ASSISTAI-TCa  (AM^MENT)  ACT,  1951. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  above  Act  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  1965 . 

DEMT/iL  CLINICS. 

The  Salop  County  Coimcil  provide  a  dental  service  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  for  pre-school  age  and  school  age  children.  The  aim  of 
the  School  Dental  Service  is  to  ensure  that,  as  far  as  practicable,  children 
will  leave  school  without  the  loss  of  permanent  teeth,  free  from  dental 
diseases  and  irregularity  and  trained  in  the  care  of  their  teeth.  The 
dentist  holds  frequent  weekly  sessions  in  the  Clinic  at  Upper  brook  Street, 


Osv/estry . 
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CHILD  GUIDiU'IGE  CLINICS 


Two  sessions  weekly  are  held  in  Shrewsbiory  and  two  in  Wellington. 
Sessions  are  also  held  in  all  parts  of  the  County  as  the  need  arises. 

The  staff  includes  a  psychiatrist,  a  psychologist  and  a  psychiatric  social 
worker . 


f^ISDIGiu^  EX.ivIINij:‘IONS 

Apart  from  routine  medical  inspections  which  I  carry  out  in  schools  and 
clinics,  I  carr;y  out  from  time  to  time:- 

(a)  Fr^-employed  examinations  of  aJ.1  entrants  to  Local  Government 
service  employed  by  the  Oswestry  Rural  District  Council. 

(b)  Examinations  to  ascertain  the  fitness  of  children  (aged  13  years 
and  over)  to  engage  in  part  time  work  outside  school  hours. 

The  scope  and  duration  of  this  employment  is  strictly  controlled 
by  law,  (children  and  loung  Persons  Act,  1933)  • 

(c)  All  entrants  to  the  teaching  profession.

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PUBLIC  Y^ATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  Y^est  Shropshire  Water  Board  is  now  the  Statutory  Water  Undertaker  for 
the  district.  The  Council  has  two  representatives  on  the  Board,  both  are 
active  and  keen  members  and  watch  very  closely  the  interests  of  the  District. 
Close  liason  exists  betv/een  the  Water  Board  Engineer  and  the  Health  Department, 
and  when  it  has  been  necessary  to  draw  his  attention  to  water  problems  the 
matter  has  been  dealt  with  efficiently  and  promptly. 

The  last  stage  of  the  comprehensive  water  scheme  is  nearing  completion  and 
■vWien  completed  there  will  only  be  isolated  pockets  of  premises  not  supplied  from 
public  mains. 


PUBLIC  S£Tv.ERS. 

During  the  i^-ear  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  on  the  sev/erage  scheme 
for  Ruyton-Xl-Tov.Tis.  1966  should  see  the  completion  of  the  work.  Judging  by 
the  inqueries  being  made,  owners  will  readily  connect  to  the  public  sewer  and 
provide  modem  amenities. 

The  Council  have  under  consideration  the  provision  of  sewers  in  the  villages 
of  Trefonen  and  West  Felton. 

The  hamlet  of  Pontfaen  which  has  been  sewered  by  public  sev/er  discharging 

into  an  obsolete  tank  has  been  provided  with  a  small  outfall  works.  The  Engineer 
lias  also  been  instructed  to  prepare  schemes  for  the  extension  of  a  sewer  from 
Weston  Rhyn  to  sewer  the  hamlet  known  as  the  Wern.  Siiailar  instructions  have 
been  given  in  respect  of  an  extension  at  St.  Martins  to  sewer  the  St.  Martins 
Moors  areas.  The  sewering  of  both  areas  is  long  overdue. 
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HOUSING  SURVEI 


During  the  year  the  sinrvey  Vv'as  continued  in  the  i>arishes  of  Kinnerley, 

Knocking  Melverley  and  in  the  townships  of  Llanforda  and  Maesbrook  in  the 
parish  of  Oswestry  Rural. 

In  the  parish  of  Kinnerley  the  proportion  of  unfit  houses  was  found  to  be 
higher  than  in  other  parishes.  Kinnerley  contains  some  300  houses,  158  of  v;hidh 
were  inspected.  This  resulted  in  seventeen  Closing  Orders  and  thirty-three 
houses  being  put  under  notice  for  improvement. 

During  the  course  of  the  housing  survey',  extending  over  a  period  of  six 
years,  the  occupants  of  one  hundred  and  tv/elve  unfit  houses  were  accommodated  in 
Council  Houses.  In  six  instances  the  tenants  of  unfit  houses  found  their  ov/n 
accommodation.  Twelve  unfit  houses  vrere  "unoccupied  at  the  time  the  Closing 
Orders  v/ere  made  . 

Seven  occupiers  of  "unfit  houses  refused  the  offer  of  a  Council  House. 

Aged  householders  are  reluctant  to  leave  an  unfit  cottage  which  they  have 
occupied  for  many  years.  Otiiers  are  unv;illing  to  leave  a  detached  cottage  for 
a  communal  environment,  and  some  feel  unable  to  afford  the  rent  of  a  Co"uncil 
House . 

At  the  time  of  compiling  this  Report  there  are  Closing  Orders  on  sixty- 
seven  occupied  houses  which  have  been  outstanding  for  periods  varying  from  six 
months  to  eight  years.  It  is  regrettable  that  these  should  remain  occupiea  "under 
conditions  which  are  deteriorating  from  bad  to  worse. 

Seven  late  seventeenth  cent"ury  Almhouses  in  the  parish  of  ot .  Martins  were 
acquired  by  the  Council.  These  were  repaired  and  provided  with  modern  conveniences 
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In  the  townships  of  Llanforda  (Oswestry  Rural)  an  isolated  group  of 
thirteen  houses,  including  two  agricioltural  holdings  are  served  by  surface 
springs  of  unsatisfactory  quality.  In  addition,  householders  are  obliged  to 
carry  v^rater  unreasonable  distances.  The  ¥est  Shropshire  V.ater  Board  has  been 
requested  to  consider  extending  their  water  main t o  serve  these  premises.

Two  filthy  premises  have  been  kept  under  observation  and  efforts  made  to 
help  the  families  reach  a  reasonable  state  of  cleanliness.  One  famil.y  responded 
quite  well,  the  other  cannot  be  expected  to  improve  very  much  until  they  are 
given  better  accommodation,  at  the  moment  they  are  occupying  a  derelict  cai'avan. 


gjlbSh  GQIaEOTION. 

Four  vehicles  are  now  employed  on  refuse  collection  which  is  carried  out 
by  direct  labour,  bince  last  year's  report,  the  Council,  by  arrangement  v/ith 
the  Ifiiar  Department,  have  undertaken  a  daily  collection  from  Park  Hall  Military 
Gamp.  This  resulted  in  the  purchase  of  a  fourth  vehicle  and  has  also  assisted 
in  providing  a  weekly;  collection  in  part  of  the  district  which  previously  had  a 
fortnightly  collection.  The  Council  has  also  approved  the  carrying  out  of  a 
pilot  scheme  of  paper  sack  collection.  This  is  to  cover  approximately  800 
premises  in  the  first  instance,  and  will  be  put  into  operation  during  1966. 


PUBLIC  CONVElNilSHCHS . 

Two  public  conveniences  exist,  one  in  Llanym^-nech  and  one  on  the  Racecourse. 
There  has  been  some  damage  caused  at  Llanymynech  but  not  on  the  scale  one  generally 
observes  throughout  the  Country,  Both  have  been  kept  to  a  high  stauidard  of 
cleanliness. 
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MOVEABLE  DWEIiLBTGS 


The  number  ol  moveable  dwellings  for  Vvhich  Planning  Permission  has  been 

approved  in  four  and  the  number  refused  is  five. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  satisfy/  the  Planning  Authority's  requirements. 
Caravans  proposed  for  conspicuous  positions  are  frowned  upon,  but  too  often  if 
sited  in  inconspicuous  positions,  the  occupier  cannot  comply  with  a  Site 
Licence  because  of  lack  of  services. 

The  itinerant  dealer  who  depends  on  his  caravan  and  motor  lorry  for  his 
living  is  finding  it  increasingly  difficult  to  site  his  van.  lie  is  moved  on 
continuously,  and  therefore  his  children  have  no  chance  of  a  settled  education. 
The  answer  to  the  problem  is  the  provision  of  a  site  by  the  nocal  Authority  and 
undoubtedly  this  will  have  to  be  done  in  the  near  future. 

PREVETiTION  OP  DAiviAGE  BY  PESTS.. 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  continues  to  be  administered  by  a 
Joint  Committee  of  representatives  of  the  Oswestry  Borough  and  Osv\/estry  Rural 
District  Council.  One  Rodent  Officer  is  employed,  mainly  on  inspection  work. 

It  is  known  that  in  Montgomeryshire  which  County  borders  on  thiis  district,  there 
are  infestations  of  resistant  rats,  therefore  a  keen  watch  is  being  kept 
particularly  in  that  part  of  the  district  near  the  boundary  of  Hv'ales.
